JACKETS OB NO JACKETS,

Not o Fushion Artlele, Dut None the
Loess Interesting,

It Is rarely in this country (hat potatoes
ere holled before they are peeled, or in the
old-fashioned way of expressing It, in thelr
“jackets,” and yot in Ireland the very head-
quarters of this vegetable, such a thing s
searcely koown as pro-peeling them. Thoge
who have pever tried them in thls way are
adviged to do wo some day, when they can
muke sure they are brought to the table
the moment thoy are done, and not allowed
to stand any length of time bhefore they are
caten. Select those of equal slze, allow them,
after washing and scrubbing thoroughly,
to stand coversd with cold water for halr
an hour, then throw into plenty of bolling
water and after bolling twenty minutes,
prick to the heart with a tworpronged fork;
It not seft, cook u little longer; drain, sprin-
kle with salt, return to the range and when
the sauccpan is hot, toss them, to allow the
salt to shake evenly through and to dey
well, place In a warm napkin on a red-hot
plate and serve with good sweet butter. The
flavor of the snowy, fleecy moraels, taken
from the jackets and buttered as they are
eaten, will be found to be much better than
It peeled before bolling; Indeed, eploures
declare they can detect the difference at
oncea and as the most nutriclous part of a
potato Is next to the skin none of this s
loat.

Petatoes In thelr Jackets make a suitable
adjunct te oysters baked and served In the
shell, Wash and sorub the oysters, put
them in a large baking pan In a hot oven,
in five minutes or leas they will begin to
epen and must be seut to the table at once,
six aplece on hot plates.
